BE it enađed by the feate and boufe 
| of reprefentatives of the United States of 
| America, in congrefs affembied, Vhat if 
‘any perfon or perions thall put, place, 

or load on board any fhip, veffel, boat 
ror Water craft, or into any Cart, wag~ 
| gon, fled, or other carriage or vehicle, 
with or wi:hout wheels, any fpecie 
goods, wares or merchandize, with 
intent to export, traniport or convey 
the fame without the United States cr 
the territories thereof, to any foreign 
place, kingdom or country, or with 
intent to convey the fame on board 
any foreign fhip or veffel within or 
without the limits of the United Srates, 
or with the intent in any other manner 
to evade the aéts to which this att is 
a {upplement, all fuch fpecie, goods, 
wares and merchandize and alfo the 
fhip, veffel, boat, water craft; cart, 
waggon, fled or other carriage or 
vehicle, on board, or in which the fame 
may be fo put, placed or loaded as

OR THE 


HISTORY OF SIR GEORGE OLIVER.

The chevalier was too full of his love to be 
‘able ro reftrain himfelf. He was, however, 
more on his guard with Sir George 3 but he
